“THE LOSS OF THE BRITISH 
STEAMFR NORMANTON.” 


: --—+—— 
TATRTY-SIK LIVES LOST, 

The Hiogo News of the 29th Oetabar has tho 
following agcount of this disuster:—~Tho antici- 
pations of disaster caused by tho non-atrival of 
the steamer Nurnecaton. wore justified on the 
afternoon of the 24th Ootehor whon news came 
of the total loas of the vaksol, all the Japanogo 
passengers on hoard—23 in numbor—and 12 
of the crew, We are informed by ont of the 
survivors of- this ‘terrible .calamity that the 
Normanton ‘left, Yokohama on Saturday last 
for this ‘port, Sho bad little cargo, ay her 
principal loading was expected have, but unfor- 
tunstely for -themsolves 23 Japanosy, three 
of whom were wouen, took paggage by ber, 
On Sunday night at abont half past seven 
oolock gur informant hoard the lookout 
calling, “light on tho starboard bow.” At 
this tima it was reining hard, and, aa our 
informant desoribas it, “aa dark as a 
pocket," with a heavy .sea ‘running youd oo 
strong breese. “Almost simultateonsly wit): 
the warning from the look-out, a shock was fult 
us of the vessel ronning against something. and 
immediately afterwards another. Tho lend was 
hove at once, and showed fiftean fathoms and no 
bottom, so it seems likely tha Normanton struck 
& pinnacle rosk—indeod we ara told it contd ba 
seen just awash after the vessel wranohed oloar. 
It asems that the ateamar struck about amidships, 
and being going pratty fast throurh the water 
atthe time most have sustained great injury. 
Anyhow. she at once commenced 4 to fill, aud 
tho wator camo in 20 rapidly that it was evident 
the only chance for the passengers and crow 
lay in taking to ths boats. Of these thore 
were an anusesl oumber, snd more than 
sufficient to have saved everyone on beard 
had “they only prossrved their self-command. 
Unfortunately thore was- no one ablo to 
communicate with the passengers ia their own 
‘| Jangaaga, and to this may be attributed in groat 
measure the lamentable loss of life that onanad. 
Aa soon as the steamer. was seen to be sinking 
the captain orderad the long-boat and two 
life-boats to bo, lowered ready for service, In 
accomplishing thie one of the crew fell overboard 
and was probably crushed between the boat: and 
ship's side, for nothing mora waa scen of him. 
By this time the vessul had aettled down, and tho 


order ‘the Tapancse doolined to obey. Thay 
huddled; together in. tho alloy-way, with the 
water washing foro and aft about them, and 
resisted all attempts to induce them to go inte 
the boats. Probably thay omitted taking 
the opportanity of saving themselves through 
ignorance, for we ary informed they showed 
mo signs of fear, ent resolutely declined’ to se 
porate. Captain, ofio+rs and several of thocrew 
tried all in their powir to get the Japanese into. 
the boats, but-witbout sucooss, for neither kuew 
the lanyaage of the other, and to this want of 
means of communication is undoubtedly duo the 
distressing leas of Life that aooompanied this 
onlamity. In abont half an hour after the Nor. 
manton track, and just ag. the vessel was going 
down, the crew took to the boats, one man—the 
boatswain~zbeing left behind while en; ina 
last attempt to induce the passongors to abandon 
their attitude of passive rexiootion and seek the 
means of safety provided. The bostswain loft the 
steamer goiug down, and seizing a lifebuoy jump- 
ed.as clear of her as be could out inte the darkness. 
His escape is really mirsouloua, for twelve hours 
be floated abont, and it was not until noxt morn- 
ing that ono of the boats noticed and picked bim 
up. In this bost was the captain. and they 
landed. about midway betweeu the two light- 
houses on Ooshian, the occupants of the other 
boata haying got: ashore on the other side of

ny | was fouod that 24 officers and men were ssved, 


while £8 Japanese. passengers, 1 sailor end 12 
firemen had lost thoir lives, throe of tho firemon 
dying from exbaustion in the boats before reach- 
ing land The bodiss of thasn men were buried 
near tho beach, and after some diffoulty—owing 
to ignorance on either side—two junks were 
obtained to convey the survivors to Kobe. . On 
Tuesday they left Ooshinis, where they were

This undertaking bas for somo time been in 
the: bands of several Taotais, who are re. 
ported to have” wasted vast aums of monoy 
in the construction of utterly ineffective and 
useless works, The construction of an im. 
pregnable stronghold to commind the Gulf 
of Peohihli aud serve as tla headquarters, 
of the Northern Squadron bas always been 
a pet project with Hid Excellency Tr 
Hone-cnane, -and ho’ has alrandy spant a 
great deal of moneyin-tho-fortificatios of Post 
Athair, Mr, vow Hanwenen was tho croa- 
tor of modern Port Arthur, and ta fortifica- 
tions he oracted are thoroughly-good. and 
well built go faragthey go.
